Forest  fires  disaipt  the  war's  business  by  taking 
men  from  their  important  work  in  industry  and  on  the  farm 
and  reduces  production  of  necessary  war  materials  and  food. 
Forest  fires  require  the  spending  of  much  money  and  material 
that  might  otherwise  be  diverted  into  vital  war  channels.  Forest 
fires  are,  for  the  most  part,  unnecessary  and  avoidable  for 
ninety-eight  percent  of  such  fires  are,  annually,  the  result  of 
human  carelessness  —  yours  and  mine.  This  can  and  should 
be  remedied  -  NOW!
